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Pku'es of the KfcCKSsARiES of Life. — Our city 
markets were never more bountifully supplied than 
at present, and yet the prices of every description 
of marketing arc alarmingly exorbitant. The 
farmers are generally charged with maintaining 
these unwarrantable rates, but not justly . The. fault 
is, we feel confident, not with the great numl>er of 
highly respectable agriculturists who cultivate and 
tell on a large scale. These men suffer as well as 
the residents of the city from a cla«s of hucksters or 
''middle men." The producer, in fact, gets only 
about one-half of what the consumer pays. The 
remainder, which weighs heavily upon the whole 
c mmunity, and especially on the poor, going into 
tlte pockets of a small number who are close in their 
dealings, illiberal in their expenditures, and we 
might, in short, almost say "of no use to anybody." 

It is a great mistake to suppose that the commu- 
nity i3 always l>enelited by mere expenditure, and 
that after all somebody is the gainer, even when the 
(hard-working mechanic has to pay double price for 
food. It is the art ice circulation of money which 
benefits the world, and the petty farmers and huck- 
sters, who retail in the market, circulate less specie 
than any people in the country. Their profits are 
enormous, their expenses very trifling as compared 
to those of other classes, and they all hold on to 
their money, in the form of specie, and regardless of 
interest, with a tenacity which has long been pro- 
verbial. Expenditure in their lavor is not so bene- 
ficial a< it would be in favor of the mechanic cr 
email shop-keeper. 

We are glad to see that the city officials are taking 
active steps toward enforcing the penalties upon 
these forestalled and regraters. There are now a 
large number of warrants pending against these 
characters, and we trust that, for the sake of those 
who can so ill afford unnecessary expenditures, such 
a policy will be pursued as to prevent these extor- 
tionists from further exercising their impositions. 
Prtcti must come down, and it is only by ridding our 
markets of these parties, who intervene between the 
original producers and the consumers and take the 
lion's share of the profits, that we can find relief.

Important Surgical Operations.- -Two very 
important operations in surgery have recently been 
performed at the St. Joseph's Infirmary, by two of 
the Professors of the University Medical School. 

The first of these operations, call id Ovariotomy, 
is justly considered the most formidable in surgery. 
The members of the French Academy look upon it 
as so perilous, that, iu a recent discussion on the 
subject before that l>ody, the possibility of success in 
the operation was hooted at, and repudiated. But 
the disease which it is proposed to relieve by this op- 
eration is at once* formidable and perilous itself: it 
entails a great deal of suffering which must end in 
death, or be removed by ovariotomy. 

The operation of Ovariotomy is of Kentucky ori- 
gin. Dr. K. McDowell was the first one that ever 
performed it, and, even after he had repeatedly de- 
monstrated its success, it was rejected for many 
years by surgeons as altogether too hazardous. Pro- 
fessor Henry Miller has performs! the operation 
twice, and in each instance with entire success. It has 
now been some weeks since he undertook to relieve 
a lady, at St. Joseph's Infirmary, of an immense 
ovarian tumor, which was threatening her exist- 
ence. The lady is quite young, but was greatly pros- 
trated by long continued suffering. 

After being evacuated of some eight or nine pounds 
of 11 aid contents, this tumor was removed in a most 
judicious and skillful manner. Even in its empty 
condition, the tumor weighed 10*£ pounds, the orig- 
inal weight being between 18 and 20 pounds. 

We are grutiiied to be able to say that the subject 
of this operation has recovered from her perilous 
condition, and will soon be able to return to her dis- 
tant home. 

Lithotomy. — Professor Palmer, Professor of Anat- 
omy in the University School, j>erformed this ope- 
ration, at St. Joseph's Infirmary, a few weeks since, 
and removed a large sized calculus, as rough as the 
burr of a chestnut. It is known as the Oxalate of 
of lime variety of Calculus. The operation was 
very successfully performed, and the patient has re 
covered so far that he is preparing to return to nis 
home in Indiana. 

Both of these patients were under the influence 
of chloroform, and were insensible to any suffering 
during the operations.

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Sm>< king Tragedy M IIed River.— Private 
letters to the Red River American give the following 
account of a most shocking tragedy in the parish of 
u. Louisiana: ''Claiborne Hart and his son 
Charles had for several weeks been making violeut 
threats against the lives of James M. Wilbuni, Ben- 
ton Wilburn, and Wm. and Jackson Mef.ee. On 
Saturday, the 12th inst., the Harts went to the res- 
idences of both the Wilburn' s, and threatened to 
kill them if they did not leave the neighborhood in 
two hours. On the following day Mrs. Wilbuni 
sent a little girl to one of her neighlwrs, requesting 
him to come over and see what all the firing of guns 
near her house meant. Two gentlemen went as re- 
quested; as they entered the lane they discovered 
the lifeless bodies of Hart and sou— the latter had his 
gun in his hand and ready for firing. These bodies 
were completely filled with buckshot. A subsequent 
letter states that the parties on whom suspicion 
rested as the murderers, gave themselves up to the 
officers. They had their trial before Justice Evans, 
iu Calcasieu parish, by whom they were acquitted. 
The friends of Hart, over twenty in number, were 
at the trial. As soon as the prisoners were acquitted 
they took possession of them, saying they would 
take them to Texas and give them another hearing. 
They ordered one of the McGee's to cross his hands 
for the purpose of tying him. On his refu-al they 
told him that he should either submit or be killed; 
whereupon he told them he would take his chance , 
and broke. 

They fired eight guns at him as he ran, but he es- 
caped and has not yet been found. It is not know n 
whether he was wounded or not. They then took 
James Wilburn, Benton Wilburn, Jaekson McGee, 
and Bowie McGee and proceeded to Texas with 
them. Through the sntercession of Mr. Thompson 
they liberated James Wilburn and proceeded over 
the river. A short time after they crossed the river 
a volley of gnns was heard, and shortly after the 
three, Benton Wilburn and Jackson and Bowie Mc- 
Gee, were found near the road lifeless — their 1. ads 
and bodies perfectly riddled with balls."

The Money Market.— The gloom increases. 
Our banks are taking the same course which the 
New York banks were pursuing previous to their 
suspension. The bankmen say that a suspension 
will give no relief. Let us see what it has done in 
New York. The Courier and Enquirer of Tuesday 
holds the following language in an editorial: 

Now that the iwnic is past, and men's minds are permit- 
ted to turn to the future, as well as the present and past, it 
is wise to reflect upon the causes which have led to a sus- 
pension of specie payments by the banks and the conse- 
quent deraugemeut of our currency throughout the conn- 
fry; and, also, upon the probabilities of their being able to 
resume specie payments at an early day. Our own convir- 
ii»us are ntichatiped. that If the banks two week-" at-o had 
• :;teude.l their discounts ten or even live millions nf dol- 
lars, they would have allayed the panic an« thus have 
avoided their suspension. We argued then, that as soon as 
by their contraction trom one hundred and twenty-two to 
one hundred and thirteen millions of dollars, they ha !. 
most effectually, prevented the shipment m Mote, it was 
their dutv to staud still, and all would have mm w.-ll._ 
Now, nobody doubts that such was their true |>o!icy; ami 
even the Herald, which was the loudest in advocating the 
curtailment trom day to day, even if therebv '•|iu:nln'.i- 
upon hundreds of our merchants should fail," now admits 
the truth of our position, and condemns the banks for hav- 
ing followed its insane counsels. 

In our opinion, if the banks in this city should determine 
to act in concert and make a pro rata extension iif eight 
millions of dollars during the present and the two following 
weeks, they would at the expiration of that time tind them- 
selves in a position to name a very early day for the resump- 
tion of specie payment. There no longer exists any jtanie 
in the public mind ; and the country being rich, and there 
never having existed auy cause for what has occurred, thore 
is no good reason why specie payments should not be resu- 
med before the meeting of the Legislature in January next. 
An expansion to an extent necessary for the relief of onr 
merchants and at the same time so limited as not to involve 
an export of specie, would be a most wise procedure. Ke- 
cent experience has demonstrated at what i>oint specie will 
cease to be exported ; and this fact should be kept in view 
by the bauks in making their arrangements for an early re- 
turn to specie payments. 

The Rcn on the New Orleans Banks. — We 
have the New Orleans papers of the loth, which give 
full particulars of the run on the banks there. We 
copy the following from them: 

The panic telegrams from New York and other parts of 
the country began to tell in this city th« day before yester- 
day. A run was accordingly commenced on several of our 
banks— the Union, Mec'.ianics' and Traders', and the New 
Orleans Bank succumbing to the rush before the closing 
hour on Wednesday afternoon — the Citizens' i;ank kill aim 
its doors open and pa ing all demands until hnlf-past four 
o'clock. Yesterday the run was principally on the Citi- 
zens' Bank and the Canal Bank— but the arrival at the lat- 
ter of a couple of cart loads of specie from the mint mmmi 
to relieve it after a few hours or payment; but the Citizens' 
liauk kept open until after 5 o'clock, and paid promptly in 
specie all its note holders. Its depositors, however, were 
refused. Until the last moment a great crowd was SMC** 
gated around the bank; and, though many went in and 
came out, no one seemed to be heavily loaded with specie, 
the rush saiiming to be mainly confined to the haUan ti 
small amount-. The general opinion seemed to be that the 
bank would hold out to the end of "the run." A strong 
police force was iu attendance, and rendered material aid 
in securing a regular and peaceable enfre to the bank — 
Now and then some violence would break out, but nothing 
serious hapi>ened. In fact, it seemed to be that those who 
were drawing most largely were the most liable to loss — one 
person that we heard of having *1,000 in gold cut from his 
coat pocket while wedging through the crowd. ( )ne of the 
depositors of the bank, that we know of. went in and prof- 
fered ftfiM in gold that he had at home, but was told by the 
cashier that it would not be needed. 

The Bank of Louisiana paid out specie quite freely until 
11 o'clock, but after that the tide turned, and as much gold 
was deposited as had been previously expended. 

The Louisiana State Bank was pretty sharply run for a 
couple of hours, when the excitement subsided, and the 
crowd dispersed. .... 

At the southern Bank there was no run at all beyond the 
casual presentation of a V or an X for chance. 

The bi'l hofders on Jas. Kobb's bank kept up a pretty fair 
pull, but it was so promptly met that there was hardly tha 
appearance of a demand. 

We estimate the quantity of specie drawn out this morn- 
ing at about half a million. 

The Bank of New Orleans did not open yesterday. The 
Union aud Mechanics' and Trader*' Banks also announced 
their suspension. The. Louisiana Savings Company on St. 
( l.arle- -treet, advertise that they have gone into liquida- 
tion. The New Orleans Savings Institution on Canal St., 
holds out and will probably continue to do so. The other 
bankiue institutions appear to be very little dis'urbed. 

The i:ank of New Orleans was placed in the hands of a 
receiver, at the suit ot Mr. Ilorrell. The matter came up 
before the Second District court, and Mr. Adam Giffen was 
appointed receiver. _ . 

The Mechanics' and Traders and Union Itanks will en- 
deavor to get along without having recourse to this expedi- 
ent by the adoption of a prompt and rapid liquidation.— 
We understand that the direct liabilties of the former were 
decreased to-day about *100,C00 by the payments of debts 
due to the bank. 
The New York Courier and Enquirer says: 

The extraordinarily rapid extension of bank credits is 
fully shown in the weekly report for to-day. This report 
includes the statements of fifty -one banks, instead of fifty- 
two for the previoua week. The North Kiver Bank being 
the only additional one that has not reported. It was geu- 
erallv supposed last week that there would be no further 
curtailment of loans; but it seems that the actual reduction 
of the three leading items is as follows, after allowing far 
the North River Bank:

on the second Monday after Easter, while kissing 
each other through garlands, which are afterwards 
exchanged. The first bond, however, is merelv in- 
itiatory. At the expiration of a year, they either 
confirm the original choice or make a new selection. 
A similar relation often exists between the two 
sexes. A man may call a woman his "mother or 
sister in God." A* maiden may elect an old man 
her "father in God," or a youth her "brother in 
God." This alliance between the sexes is usual in 
cases of distress; and when persons whose assistance 
is thus evoked accept the appellation, they are bound 
to protect and care for the unfortunates placing them- 
selves in their hands.

The Servians are passionately fond of the song 
and the dance. Their history is preserved in ballads 
aud traditions. Wherever there is a Slavic woman 
there is a son:.-. Many a tuneful successor of the 
blind old bard of Greeee is to be found among the 
mountains of Servia. 

Among the Servians, the institution of "the fam- 
ily" retains its primitive character, every household 
being in iUelt' an entire community. In the vil- 
lage*, picturesquely situated on the licrders of the 
streams, or iVr greater security concealed in the fast- 
nesses of the mountains, the low, rude dwellings 
are at a distance from each other, and of such a size 
that one not unfrequeutly forms an entire street. 
Around the main room, which contains a hearth in 
the center, are chamlters for the younger married 
people. Iron is scarcely used in the erection of Ser- 
vian dwellings, chimneys and windows are rare, the 
well trodden o uth ierves for a floor, while the loam 
walls and baik roots are blackened with soot and 
smoke. The father is the patriarch of the family. 
When he dies, one of the sons, appointed by his 
brethren, becomes master of the house. All the 
members of the family work and eat together, shar- 
ing each other's jo> s, "and alike independent of the 
world for support . Individual interest is merged in 
that of the fainilv. Paternal and filial affec tion are 
strong; the batt . it is the chosen protector of the sis- 
ter, of whom he is the joy and the pride. 

Marriage is arranged bv the fathers of the two 
families. At her new abode the young bride dresses 
an infant, touches the walls with a distaff, and 
spreads a table with food, wine, and water. Her 
mouth is sealed by a piece of sugar, indicating that 
she should utter only what is good. For a whole 
year she is termed the "betrothed." In the pres- 
ence of others she scarcely converses with her hus- 
band. 

Every family has a patron saint, and the whole 
year is a round of festivals and sacred rites. They 
pray three times a day; and at table no person ven- 
tures to accept the "place of honor without being 
able to improvise an appropriate expression of

To 
a close observer the purity and refinement of her na- 
ture even can be detected by certain indications in 
the selection and arrangement of the external adorn- 
ment of her person.

They need not won- 
der at their husbands' late hours or unsteady habits. 
No man, however much he may love the carefully 
dressed girl he courted, will tolerate after manage 
a slattern, one who keeps all her fine clothes and fine 
smiles for others. A well-known author tells his 
fair readers, with emphatic unction, that "it is one 
of the moral duties of every married woman always 
to api^ar well dressed in the presence of her hus- 
band." 

To be well-dressed need not imply an expensive 
dress. A simple, neatly-fitting robe of muslin or 
calico, if tastefully made and tastefully selected, as 
to harmony of color, shows the purity and true re- 
finement of the wearer's mind more effectually than 
the most elaborately expensive attire that the inge- 
nuity of modern millinery could devise. 

The suitability to the occasion of dress is also 
what should be studied. A simple, quiet, unosten* 
tatious dress is adapted to all occasions, at home or 
abroad; while a showy, conspicuous dress can M 
worn with impunity in very few places, and by very 
few persons, without seeming obtrusive and deci- 
dedly vulgar.

Thi Northern Lijjht, on ber la?t homeward trip, ran 
on a coral reef three miles from the island of Old 
Providence. The steamer Star of the West, on her 
outward passage, encountered a very heavy gale and 
was obliged to throw overlord part of her cargo. 
She also went ashore on the coast of Florida, where 
she stuck fast for three hour*. The St. Louis has 
been substituted for the Northern Light. The New 
York Tribune of the 19th says: 

The Northern Light, on her passage homeward, 
was in some dang 
tral America. T« 
a coral resf three 
small island in the Caribbean sea, in lat. 13 deg. 21 
nun. N., and about a hundred miles east of the 
Mosquito coast. The steamer liy on the reef some 
eight or nine hours before she succeeded in getting 
off. The sea was jcsrfectly calm, and the shore was 
nigh, but the pa>-eugers, w*o had ju^t i-efore heard 
of the loss of the Central America, could uot but 
contemplate with some apprehensions the contin- 
gency, should a storm arise, of a similar fate. 

The purser of the ship, for some reason or other, 
seems to have kept this accident to himself. We 
subjoin an account furnished by a passenger: 

We left Aspinwall at 8 o'clock F, M.. on Monday, 
October 8, having just heard the news of the loss of 
the Central Ain-nra. We had beautiful weather, 
and at noon on Tuesday had made one hundred and 
eighty miles on our way to Havana. We were then 
in lat. 12 deg. 15 min. uorth, long. 80 deg. 46 min. 
west. The ufternoon passed off pleasantly, and we 
were making twelve knots un hour, when, at a few 
minutes before 7 in the evening, we were startled by 
the ship's thumping five distinct times upon what 
proved to be a coral reef. The engines were imme- 
diately stopped, and the sounding lines thrown over. I 
A boat was soon lowered away, and we found but 
about 14 feet of water all around the ship. Rockets 
were thrown up, and were answered by the arrival 
from the Island of Old Providence, about 3 miles 
distant, of tw o dug-outs, manned by the inhabitants, 
but having with them the captain «.f ■ coal ship in 
the company's service, which had been wrecked 
near the same place eight weeks previously. His 
men went to Asfdnwall in open bents, took passage 
in the Central America home, and were lost in that 
unfortunate steamer. He informed us that there 
was plenty of water and provisions on the island, 
and a good harbor on the opposite side, where three 
five ton schooners were then lying. >Ve then sent 
the second officer with a boat to induce the schoon- 
ers to come to the steamer, but there was no wind, 
and one only reached us about 7 o'clock the next 
morning. 

In the meantime the engines were started every 
few minutes, and the passengers sent from stem to 
stern and from larboard to starboard, that their 
weight migkt assist in moving her. At n.idnight 
an anchor was dropped ahead, which, by t! e help of 
the windlass, caused the ship to swing alim.-t round. 
The bows were clear, but she still seemed to be 
fast, from midships to stern. About 3 o'clock in the 
morning four boat loads of passengers were sent on 
shore, and thirty tons of water discharged from the 
boilers. The tide had now risen. A strong pull 
was made upon the anchor, both wheels were put 
in motion, aud at 4 o'clock she went off into deeper 
water, having been on the reef all night. Guns 
were then fired to recall the l>oats, which were all 
hoisted ou board by 7 o'clock, and the steamer 
stood on her course. At that moment the steam 
frigate Wabash, which we had left at Aspinwall, 
to sail in twelve hours, came in sight, and tired two 
guns, which we did not answer, as we no longer 
needed assistance.

After 
the first panic, which was very gnat at first, perfect 
order prevailed on board. The captain was perfect- 
ly cool, and showed a great deal of seamanship in 
getting the steamer oft'. He had been examining 
his chart just before, but was on deck when we 
struck. The sea was calm, and w hile we lay on 
the rocks the ship made no water, as was proved 
by trying the pumps.

Naval. — The steam frigate Roanoke, just taken 
out of the dry dock at this station, is now l>eing 
stripped under the shears, preparatory to re-entering 
for thorough overhauling, orders for w hich were re- 
ceived a short time ago. This vessel was almost 
ruined at the time of her launching. The survey at 
this station, souse time ago, revealed the fact that 
her back was broken. She swells up amidships — or 
is "hogged," as sailors term it — ten inches from ber 
original model. At the time of launching, her keel 
beveled downward between stem and stern from a 
true line five inches. At the present moment it 
arches five inches. Standing aft, and looking for- 
ward along her flush gun-decks, the hump in her 
sheer is very plain to the eye. Duriug the survey 
her planking outside in several places amidships 
was observed to be broken short oft', and the same is 
true of some of her heavy Umbers; when she is 
stripped of her ceiling it is supposed that the bolts 
of her iron cross trestles will be found broken. It 
would probably cost nearly her original value to 
make her again as staunch as when new, and bring 
her back to her original model, as to do this she 
would necessarily have to be stripped down to her 
keel for a large portion of her length. We believe, 
however, that it 13 not proposed to give such a 
thorough overhauling as that would necessitate. 

The brig Dolphin is now in the dry dock for re- 
pairs. While stripping oft' her copper on Wednes- 
day, about eight inches of the sword of a sword fish 
was found sticking fast in her bottom. It was found 
in her bows, wedgtd in her garboard streak, point- 
ing downward. It would seem, from its position, 
that the vessel and fish were approaching each other 
rapidly, and in order to avoid the vessel, the latter 
made a plunge to pass under the vessel, but failing 
in so doing, his sword pricked the copper and passed 
down beneath it till it struck the garooard streak, 
and snapped short off, leaving the point fast in the 
vessel's bottom. 

The sword of a sword-fish is of solid ltone, stands 
firm, straight out from the upper jaw, its base being 
the jaw itself. Its shape is precisely that of the 
short artillery rapier, commonly in use a few years 
ago, though much stouter in proportion to its length, 
its flat surface protruding horizontally. The fish 
itself is of mackerel shape, though mote round, and 
weighs from 400 to 1,200 pounds, the sword upon 
each varying with their size from two feet to forty 
inches in length. It is a very rapid fish and pos- 
sessed of great strength, as its form indicates. We 
once saw the sworol of a large fish broken short off 
in a vessel's bottom. It had struck fair and square 
on her two-inch oak planking, passed through it and 
again through her inch ceiling, and protruded four 
inches on the inside, the sword having passed 
through the bottoni, a total of eleven inches. The 
point was broken off on the inside, and she never 
suffered any leak from the sanguinary stab inflicted.

Religious Liberty in Turkey. — A correspon- 
dent lias sent us a statement which tends to prove 
the good faith of the Turkish government in carry- 
ing out the religious liberty guaranteed both to 
Christians and Mahomedans. At Constantinople a 
Turk and his wife and child have been baptized by 
the American missionary, Dr. Hamelin, by the name 
of ''Freeman." 

It appears that on the 3d instant tw o officers of the 
Porte went to the office of Dr. Hamelin, after previ- 
ous notice, to investigate the case of the Freeman 
family, converted from Mahomedanism to Christian- 
ity. Dr. Hamelin at first demurred, but a strict ex- 
amination took place. The officers of the Porte ex- 
amined Mr. Freeman. The object was to ascertain 
whether he had been driven from Islamism to Christi- 
anity bv any trouble or supposed wrongs, but the 
answers were deemed satisfactory by the Turkish 

aU Mrs" Freeman was then subjected to the same or- 
deal, after which it was arranged tnat the Turkish 
lady and her daughter should have an interview to- 
gether. The result convinced Dr Hamelin that 
there was no compulsion in the crise, and the ceremo- 
ny was therefore performed. The account adds, 
"It is the will of his Majesty, onr sovereign, and it 
has become the established law of the empire, that 
everv subject, without anv exception, shall enjoy 
entire religious freedom. The Mussulman is now as 
free to become a Christian as the Christian is free to 
become a Mussulman." Two days previously Dr. 
Hamelin married a young Protest Armenian to a 
Turkish ladv who had been baptized in Malta.

Pittsburg, Oct. 22. 
A bench warrant was to-day issued at the instance 
of Mr. Scott, President of the Merchants' and Man- 
ufacturers' Bank, against James and Hercules O'- 
Connor, brokers, of the firm of O'Connor, Brother. 
& Co., charging them with fraudulently, through 
complicity with the book-keeper of the bank, obtain- 
ing $85,000. At the hearing, O'Connor, in defence, 
made grave allegations against the bank, denying 
the indebtedness of his linn; claiming to be the 
agent of the bank for the purpose of drawing specie 
from other backs on their notes to replenish its vaults; 
that large amounts of notes of distant banks, of a 
less denomination than live dollars, also counterfeit 
money, were drawn by the tirm from the bank on 
their checks; that theyliad dealings with the bank 
since February to the amount of over $3,000,000, a 
iarge portion of which was not on the private account 
of the firm; that the respondents in vain attempted 
to effect a settlement with the bank, and placed se- 
curities in the hands of a disinterested party to cover 
inv indebtedness. Further investigation was waiv- 
for the p-esent, the Messrs. O'Connor having 
made an alignment for the benefit of their cred- 
itors. 

Notwithstanding these developments, the notes of 
the bank are still taken lay other banks of this city 
in payment of 
lie. It is said 
not be depreciated. 

Syracuse, N. Y., Oct. 22.

Barrett vs. Churchill. & 

Court. 

By the term* of a deed from John McKinley to Andrew 
Mr Kin ley, conveying certain real aud personal estate and 

slaves, Mr*. A. P. Churchill and her children are entitled 
to the rent*, profits, and incomes ari-inc therefrom, to be 
»i plied to the m rt of Mr*. C. aud herfamily during 
her life, to the education of her children, aud the pa] ment 
of taxes, insurance, and necessary* repairs, &c, on the 
trust proi>erty. Shorn d any surplus, remain of rents. &c. 
after iNtyiup those charges, it is to be invested in other real 
estate, which is to constitute part of the trust estate. Alter 
the death of their mother, equal portions of the trust prop- 
erty are to be conveyed to her children a" they reflective- 
ly attain the age of at years. 

Upon the petition of A. P. Churchill and wife and the 
trustee, rs plaintiffs, against the three iufant children of the 
two former, a portion of the trust estate wi< directed to 
be sold for the purpose of raisins the dim of *)2,4+i 41, be- 
in^ the amount needed for. repairs. &c. as recited in the 
judgment. At the sale made by the ci mmlssioner under 
this judgment, the appellant became the purchaser of 60 
feet of ground at tile i ri.-e of $163, for which he executed 
his bond. *.fter the bond mature*], he was orders* to hay 
the mon;y into court, or to appear and show causwto the 
contrary. He filed a response to the rule, in which he re- 
sists the payment of the bond on the ground tl at the judg- 
ment and proceedings under which the sal.- had been made 
were void, and that for that reason he could obtain no title 
to the lota for the coii.-ideratlon of which the bond had 
been executed. His response was adjudged in.-ufticient. 
and the rule made absolute, and from that order he has 
appealed to this court. 

.ludge Inivall delivered the opinion of the court. 

Held— The response ot appellant to the rule wa* suffi- 
cient, and the sale of the land in iiuestion was void for the 
following reasons, viz: 

P.y the 2d section of act 111. p. 592, Rev. Stat, it is provid- 
ed that, before a court thall have jurisdiction to decree a 
stle of infants' land, three things are unconditionally re- 
quired to be done, via: 

1. "Three commissioners must be appointed to report, and 
must rciiort under oath to the court, the net value of the 
infant's real and personal estate and the annual profit* 
thereof, and whether the interest of the iufant requires the 
•ale to be made. 

3. "Proof may be taken or required by the court showing 
the propriety aud exi>ediency ot such sale or the reverse. 

;;. "The guardian of each infant, whether a petitioner or 
defendant, must enter into a covenant to the infant, with 
good security, to be approved by the court, stipulating a 
faithful discharge of all his duties under this act, and un- 
der any order or decree of the court in pursuance thereof." 

In this case there was no api>ointment of or report from 
the three eommw--ioacrs as required by the statut .'. 

The infant defendant- answered by guardian o't litem, 
1 whether they had statutory guardians or not d'»c* not 
appear from the record. It is certain, however, that the 
covenant required to be entered into bv the guardian was 
not executed, and the consequence of the two omissions 
referred to, under the inflexible rule prescribed by the stat- 
ute, is that the court had no "jurisdiction" to order a sale 
of the laud in which the infant- wen- iut rested under the 
provisions of the deed of trust from their grand father. 
Such was the construction aud effect of this statute as set- 
tled in the case? of Carpenter vs. Strother's heirs, M P. 
Monroe 206. in which it wa- held that no interest in lands 
to which infants are entitled can lh- .sold until the conditions 
required by the statute shall have been complied with. 

The Legislature have thought proper, widely as we think, 
to limit and restrict the heretofore geueial power and juris- 
diction of courts of equity in regard to the real estate of 
infants, in the manner and to the extent indicated. 

It results, therefore, that the judgment in this case »nd 
the sale and other proceed i lies under it are void, and the 
rule against the appellant should have been dL-charged, 
aud his bond cancelled or surrendered up to him. 

The court did not deem it pro;>«-r to decide at this time, 
whether the interests of any of the parties in the trust es- 
tate, are subject to be sold by order of the Chancellor for 
the purposes contemplated by this proceeding. 

Judguieut reversed.

RtwrtedfoT the Louinville Journal bu John Jf. liarlan< 
Attorney at Law, Frankj'ort, Ku- 

Feankf op.t, Ky.. Oct. 21, 1?57. 
Ool.ee n vs Myers, from Marshall Circuit 

Morgan sued Myers by warrant beiore a Justice of the 
Peace for Marshall couuty for a demand less than £20. 
Mvers relied on a set-off exceeding that sum and asked 
judgment over. The justice awarded a judgment against 
the latter for 13, and from that judgment he appealed to 
the quarterly amrt.^The Judge of that court, having fin-t 

SSriMn for^nt^oT^rWicUon'and^ubjected 'the ap- 
pellant to costs. 

The appellant th.-n. by proceedings in the circuit court, 
prayed for aud obtained a pertiuptory mandamus againa 
the judge of th" quarterly court compelling him to rein- 
state the case ut'ou his docket and to hear and determine 
the same, aud from that order Goheen, the judge of the 
quarterly court, has appealed. 

Judge Stites delivered the opinion of the court. 

H.-ld— The circuit court should, in the opiuion 
conn, have refused the mandamus. 

The writ of mandamus, as denned by the Civil Code 
(see. 536), "is an order of a court of competent and origi- 
nal jurisdiction commanding an executive or ministerial of- 
ficer to perform an act or omit to do an act, the perform- 
ance or omission of which is enjoined by law, and is grant- 
ed on the motion of the party aggrieved," ^c. Aud this 
is substantially the common law jurisdiction. 

The doctrine with regard to the description of cases in 
which this writ is not aUowable ta, that it should geuer.'.lly 
be refused where the applicant has some other appropriate 
remedy, aud always denied when asked for to compel a 
judicial officer to do or abstain from doing an act about 
whichne can exercise a judicial discretion. (Bacon's Abr. 
Title Mandamas o; ; :l Black. Com. 100; 2 Strauge 931; 19 
Johnson 2«0; 5 Wendell 122.) 

Upon either ground the \ 
been refused. 

The appellant had an appropriate remedy by appeal .to 
the circuit court from the dismissal of his 
quarterly court. The matter in controversy 
set-off was twenty dollars and more, and iu such cases an 
appeal is expressly allowed by the Civil Code. (Sec. 20.) 

The dismissal of the appeal for want of jurisdiction was 
the udicial determination of a question incident to every 
judicial proceeding. It was properly raised b> J niotion,and 
iu decision, though preliminary to any adjudication on the 
merits, was indisjiensable and altogether within the judicial 
power aud discretion of the court. The judge in passing 
upontthe question of jurisdiction was obviously acting in a

Cronly vs. Bank of Kentucky, from Franklin Circuit. 

Wuili Crouly and John McMurtry were in partnership, 
the former executed the following instrument of writing: 

"John McMurtry is authorised to use at discretion the 
name of the firm of Crouly & McMurtry. Lexington, 
June loth, 1H54. EDWARD I RONLY." 

The firm of Cronly & McMurtry was dissolved in Octo- 
ber. 1854. In October, W>.",. McMurtry made a bill of ex- 
.• j,in'.'r in the name of Cronly & McMurtry, which became 
tl;» property of the Bank of Kentucky, who brought this 
-uit •■pon it against Cronly. 

The only question presented for the consideration of the 
court in this case, was whether the writing above, of date 
June lo, 1*54, given while Cronly and McMurtry were in 
partnership, authorised the latter, after the dissolution of 
the partnership, to use the name of the firm. 
Jndge Simpson delivered the opinion of the coart. 
Held — By virtue of the partnership one partner was con- 
stituted an agent for another as to all matters within the 
. scope and object of the partnership busines- in which the y 
-are engaged. This authority does not, however, extend 
-bej-wnd the scope of the ordinary business and transactions 
of *r m . ^'«t cannot be exercised by either partner iu 
the management and for the beaiefit of his individual af- 
fairs This limitation which exists between them was re-
